Remarks 

A minor typographical correction is sought at column 54, line 65. Accordingly, 
this correction does not introduce new matter. The previous Request for Certificate of 
Correction filed on November 9, 2005, erroneously stated that this error was at column 
24, line 65. 

Correction is also sought at column 55, line 50, to correct a minor typographical 
error. The corrected sentence would now recite that u [f]or the subcutaneous route 
without Alum, the average IgG titers obtained with Nic-QP were 13228." This statement 
corresponds to the entry in Table II which indicates that the IgG titer was 13228 in mice 
immunized subcutaneously without Alum. In addition, those of ordinary skill in the art 
know that the titer obtained from immunization with Alum is expected to be higher than 
from immunization without Alum, as may also be seen in Table II. Accordingly, the 
correction at column 55, line 50 does not introduce new matter. The previous Request 
for Certificate of Correction filed on November 9, 2005, erroneously stated that this error 
was at column 25, line 50. 

The above-noted corrections do not involve such changes in the patent as would 
constitute new matter or would require reexamination.
